German Application No. DE 43 43 387 Al published June 29, 1995 discloses visually 
identifiable optical security markers that have at least two sections which can be identified with 
the naked eye, and appear as differently structured. The structure in some sections is such that 
when the viewing direction or illumination direction is changed, so does the optical appearance. 
The sections are structured so that for an observer, independently of his observation angle, 
adjacent sections have a clearly contrasting appearance. Each section is uniform in itself At 
least one section has a light-diffracting structure with a defined color change when the 
observation or illumination angle changes.
